Eighth Air Force dispatched four forces with fighter escort to attack GeAsP, 
Operating bases at Nancy/Ussey A/F, lletz/Frescaty A/F, Dijon/Longvic i/F amd tha 
marshalling yard at Mannheim. 4 


The force which attacked Metz/Frescaty A/F was composed of 2 combat wings of 
B-17s, vhile the force which attacked Nancy/ssey A/F consisted of one combat 
wing of B-l7s.. These two forces were given fighter escort by five VIII Fighter 
Command. groups, plus 2 squadrons of R.A.F, Spitfire Its. Bombing results were 
very good at Lotz/Frescaty and fair at Nancy/Essey. Both fighters and bombers 
reported weak e/a opposition, and flak was no deterrent. ‘Tyo B-17s were lost 
to reasons unknown, as well as 3 RAF Spitfires. Returning fighters strafed 
ground installations, and claims are 3-0-7 far e/a on the ground, 


The force of 3 B-2h combat wings dotailed to attack the lannheim u/Y cn- 
countered 8/10 to 10/10 cloud over the Continent, and most of the bomber forma- 
tions returned to bases without bombing. However, 7 a/c suecegded in bombing 
the assigned primary, 16 others attacked Landau li/Y and 6 others attacked various 
targets of opportunity in Germany. Fightor escort to this force was provided by 
Seven VIII Fighter Command groups and ivo Dt Fighter Ggmmand groups, plus tr” 
Squadrons of R.A.F. liustangs. Tuis force oncountcred practically the only ofa 
Opposition on the entire day's operations. The bombers had encounters with 
approximately 20-25 s/e e/a in tho Vitry end St. Dizior areas. The fighters 
also reported e/a opposition, but it was not serious, Roturning fighter groups 
strafed various ground installations 3 4nd their total claims are 3-0-1 from 
aerial combats and 10-0-2 fron ground attacks. Intense, accurate AA fire was 
experienced at liannheim and Ludwigshafen. 5 B-2lis were lost, as well as 2 P-S5ls 
of the IX Fighter Command. 


The third task force of two B-17 combat wings attacked Dijon/Longvic A/F 
with good results. The tombers were escorted by four groups of VIII Pighter 
Command fighters. B/a opposition was practically nil for both fighters and bom= 
bers and flak was no menace. The bombers make no claims, and fighter claims 
are 0-0-1 for ¢/a on the ground. 

In addition to the above operation, a force composed of one B-2h group 
carried out a bombing attack on a military installation in the Pas“de Calais 

» area. Escort was provided by ore VIII Fighter Command group. The target was 
covered by 10/10 cloud, and bombing was done with the use of PFF a/e, Results 
could not be observed, illo o/a incidents were reported, and there were no losses.
